Planning Commission Makes 
4-3 Decision on Montecito

Miss Alexander was born 
in Havana, where her fam¬ 
ily were well known busi¬ 
ness and professional peo¬ 
ple.

Her mater¬ 
nal grandparents are still in 
Cuba. She attended Holy 
Family High School and 
earned her BA degree from 
Marymount College on 
scholarships. 

Having experienced and 
suffered with her family in 
the Cuban take-over by Cas¬ 
tro, MLss Alexander has be¬ 
come extremely active in 
organizations in the United 
States whose purposes are 
to inform of the dangers of 
Communism. Speaking on 
the subject, “The Sugar Cane 
Curtain,” she is able to tell 
from personal experience 
just what Communism is 
and how it operates. 


A full house of interested citizens attended the regular 
meeting of the Sierra Madre Planning Commission Thurs¬ 
day, Sept. 19. 

All commissioners were 
present, with Chairman 
Casey, City Administrator 
Bevington, City Attorney 
Martin in their respective 
chairs, and Councilman 
Parks, representative to 
Planning Commission from 
the City Council, sitting in. 

The first order of business 
was the continuation of Her- 
mosa - Highland rezoning. 

This had been delayed to 
let the residents of this area 
get together to the best of 
their interests and solve 
their own alley problem. 

A committee was formed, 
a petition worked up and 
passed around the neighbor¬ 
hood to record their desires. 

The result was several split 
decisions among the persons 
involved. 

The following area of 
agreement was set forth: 

a. Widen the north-south 
alley, construct a westerly 
extension. 

b. Widen the northern 
half of north-south alley, 
make southern half one-way 
traffic, construct westerly 
extension. 

c. Widen north-south al¬ 
ley to 20 feet only, 
d. Widen north-south alley 
to 15 feet, one-way traffic. 

e. Make no changes at all. 

Properties have individual 
driveways. 

After long and careful 
discussion and several mo¬ 
tions that did not carry, the 
Planning Commission made 
a motion that was carried, 

4 to 3, which was in effect: 

Lots 1, 2, 3, 10, 11 and 12 to 
be rezoned from R-1 to R-3, 
but not to become effective 
until the north-south alley 
is widened and improved to 
15 feet, and lots 16, 17, 18, 

19, 20 and portion of 15 to 
be rezoned from R-1 to R-3, 
not to be effective until a 
westerly alley running from 
north-south alley to Lima is 
dedicated and improved to 
20 feet. That the north-south 
alley have traffic direction 
only one way and the west¬ 
erly alley have traffic di¬ 
rection two ways. 

City Administrator Bev¬ 
ington pointed out that the 
Planning Commission is 
only a recommending body 
for the City Council. The 
Council will act on this at 
its next regular meeting. 

The next order of business 
was also a continuance.

Contract Awarded For District 81 
Construction; District 82 Delayed 

The City Council met in regular session Tuesday even¬ 
ing, September 24 with all Councilmen present except 
Vannier and Rule with Mayor Sorensen in the Chair, and 
City Administrator Beving-' 
ton. Attorney Martin, and 
City Clerk Warfel in at¬ 
tendance. 

The Volkoff appeal of 
Variance was closed and 
then reopened and due to 
the absence of Mr. Volkoff 
held over until the meeting 
of October 8. 

Citizens of Chaparral Road 
were present and presented 
a petition with 12 signatures 
all opposing the Installation 
of a water line of higher 
pressure, and more fire pro¬ 
tection. Their representative 
Blaine H. McGilllcuddy stat¬ 
ed that the cost to the City 
was unnecessary, thinking 
the Carter tract would take 
care of the needs. Instances 
of inconveniences of park¬ 
ing during construction, fire 
hydrants, and such were 
sighted. The Council then 
took no action, but voiced 
their opinion that to them it 
was a very poor decision of 
the property owners. 

The improvement petition 
from the property owners 
backing on to Merrill Alley 
was received with 60 per 
cent signers, and referred to 
the engineering department 
for the drawings, plans and 
specifications for paving 
and adequate drainage. 

Bids for the construction 
of Sewer District No. 81 
were received and the Quick 
Company was the low bid¬ 
der at $31,734. The en¬ 
gineer’s estimate for the 
construction was $37,020. 

Contract was awarded. 

Contract for the construc¬ 
tion of Sewer District No. 82 
was held over until October 
8 meeting due to Abcrnethy 
refusing to vote. His resi¬ 
dence is in that district, 
thereby a quorum was not 
present.
